DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-8 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a support member supporting the at least two printhead integrated circuits, 
each support member having at least one longitudinally extending channel for carrying 
the printing fluid for the printhead integrated circuits; and complementary female and 
male end portions of the support members are configured to interconnect the support 
member channels of adjacent printhead modules and to connect with the respective 
fluid connectors so as to communicate the printing fluid from the fluid delivery hoses to 
the printhead integrated circuits supported by all the printhead modules. It is this 
limitation found in each of the claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not 
been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these claims 
allowable over the prior art.
